Crossing the San Gabriel River at 
the mouth of the Susanna Canyon on 
a 300-foot bridge, the proposed road 
leaves the bottom of canyon, enters 
Graveyard Canyon, passes over a low 
ridge into Roberts Canyon, where it 
reaches an elevation of 2850 feet. It 
would be passed at a maximum grade 
of 6 per cent. for four miles, the road 
gradually relaxing into a moderate 
slope to lower levels. 
Passing through the saddle east of 
Roberts Canyon, the road would fol- 
low along the west slope of the main 
San Gabriel Canyon, and through 
Laurel Gulch. The road then rises 
to the 3300 foot contour to Iron 
Fork, a distance of five miles. Be- 
cause of the knife-edged ridges that 
prevail, the most difficult of the con- 
struction work would be involved 
here. A bridge of about 100-foot 
span the Iron Fork at nar- 
rows 1000 feet above its mouth will 
save a long and expensive detour 
through the canyon. 

North of the junction of Fish Fork 
with the San Gabriel River, the road 
woflld continue along the east side of 
the river, for several miles to the 
crossing of Prairie Fork near the junc- 
tion of Vincent Guich. Here a bridge 
will be constructed, and the road 
would follow the east and north slopes 
of Vincent Gulch to the summit north- 
east of North Baldy Peak. 

At an elevation of 6600 feet, pass- 
ing the divide from San Gabriel Can- 
yon to the Big Rock country, the 
north side would be followed, to the 
Big Rock Creek, and then to the junc- 
tion with Pallett Creek. From there, 
the road would continue for eighteen 
miles to Palmdale without serious in- 
terference topographically. 

Of the seventy miles of the proposed 
roadway, about fifty miles would be 
called a mountain road with heavy 
construction, according to the report 
of Fred D. Bowlus, senior civil en- 
gineer in the County Surveyor’s office. 
The roadway would constitute the 
most pretenious transmountain high- 
way in Southern California, opening 
to the tourist the San Gabriel and 
Big Rock Canyons with their treasury 
of attractions to the traveler. The 
project has the earnest support of the 
residents in that district, who have 
been seeking a trunk line to solve 
their transportation problems.

PETITION FOR REHEARING. 

GAS DECISION ATTACKED. 

Seeking to preserve the status of 
contracts between itself and other 
gas corporations the Southern Call- 
formia Gas Company yesterday filed 
an application for a rehearing with 
the State Rallroad Commission and 
asks that the recent decision of that 
body to compel the applicant to de- 
liver gas to the Los Angeles Gas and 
Electric Corporation and the Econo- 
mic Gas Company be set aside.

AS ARTYRED ANARCHISTS. 

Arthur Caron, Charles Berg and Carl 
Hansen—three New York anarchists—while 
engaged in manufacturing bombs to be used 
to destroy the life and property of John D. 
Rockefeller, were blown up and killed by 
the missiles they were manufacturing. The 
anarchists of New York held a meeting in 
Union Square as a funeral for the deceased. 
It was claimed by the speakers that Rocke- 
feller was responsible for the death of the 
Aynamite makers. The principal speaker 
was the anarchist leader, Berkman. He 
‘said: “These men were martyrs. They were 
killed by a bomb they expected to use 
against the enemies of labor. We are now 
ready to resort to physical force. We will 
get our rights by bloodshed. We are ad- 
wancing toward a revolution.” The crowd, 
Several thousand strong, was kept in order 
by 700 policemen. Berkman’s speech was 
Joudly applauded and three cheers were 
‘given for the dead men.

Perhaps little Servia turns a wistful eye 
to the north, wonders whether the great 
white brother will sit supinely by and watch 
a brave little Slav community offered up as 
a sacrifice to Austrian greed for more ter- 
ritory. The voice of the people—of a whole 
people—calls for a general protest against 
the Austrian policy of might against right. 
No; the real “vox populi.“ which is the 
true “vox Del,” is not the voice calling for 
war, longing for a pageant, enthused with 
the excitement and drugging the heart 
against the thoughts of bloodshed, suffer 
ing, disease and destruction. It is the low, 
vibrant voice of the threatened victim, de 
termined, whatever the odds, to play a 
man’s part, to fight for faith and race and 
independence—when the fight is forced— 
with the calm courage of Christian soldiers. 
The voice of God ig the voice of Belgrade, 
not of Vienna. It says, give me not mar- 
tial glory and military conquests and power 
and pomp; it cries, “Give me LIBERTY or 
give me death!“ 


AI TO INDUSTRIAD FREEDOM! 

If 10 or 100 or 1000 laborers. in mine 
or factory or foundry or tannery or on rail- 
road or steamer form labor unions and 
agree not to work for any employer who 
hires a man who is not a member of a 
union, their action, however morally rep- 
rehensible and however unjust to their fam- 
ilies, their employers and themselves, is, so 
long as they do not resort to violence or 
menace, strictly within their legal rights. 
If the employers in turn combine and agree 
not to employ any man who is a member 
of a labor union, such action, although it 
may be criticised as ungenerous, is strictly 
within their legal rights and is indeed about 
the only efficacious method of resistance to 
the attempted agressions and exactions of 
union labor. 

Labor unions were originally designed to 


procure legitimate betterment of industrial 
conditions. They degenerated into conspira- 
cles to force employment for their mem- 


bers by excluding from employment those 


workers who were not members. Some of 
the companies of Crusaders in the Middle 


Ages, failing to reach and recover the Holy 


Sepulchre, became the hired bandits of bar- 
ons who would pay their price. From rell 
gious organizations they became vehmic so- 
cleties, from benevolent brotherhoods they 


degenerated into niere plunderbunds. 


A workman who is worth his salt does 
not need the help of a union to obtain or 
retain a job or to fix his wages any more 
than a farmer needs the assistance of an 
agricultural association to find a market or 
fix a price for his potatoes. Labor is as 
marketable a commodity as potatoes and 
it is at a disadvantage compared with pota- 
toes, for it must find its market upon the 


instant or never find it at all. 


It the farmer chooses to favor one buyer 
for his potatoes rather than another, that 
is his privilege. If the purchaser chooses 
to select one lot of potatoes rather than 


another, chat is his privilege. 


Here is where labor-unionism steps for- 
ward and attempts to repeal the laws of 
supply and demand, the right of free con- 
tract, the right of the employer to select 
his employee, and the right of the worker 
to select his employer. Labor-unionism has 
degenerated into industrial slavery of the 
most drastic and undefensible character, 
and employers who combine to discourage it 
and emancipate both workers and employ- 
ers from its despotism are engaged in a 
good work, not only for themselves, but 


for the workers and for the country.

A Minister of Railways.

The advisability ot the appointment of a 
Minister of Railways to be a member of 


the Cabinet, making the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission a body responsible to 
the administration, is “being seriously dis- 
cussed by thoughtful people. A Minister of 
Railways in this country should be a man 
of long experience in the management of 
railroads. This might seem a shocking 
statement to a politician, but older eoun- 
tries than ours have learned this lesson. 
For instance, in England the Hon. W. E. 
Ackworth is chairman of the board of the 
London and Southwestern Railway, one of 


he is also a member of the government 
Railroad Commission. 
This pubdlic management of railroads, to- 
day the most important subject before the 
country, should be under administrative 
control. The Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission was created and one power after 
another has been delegated to it by Con- 
gress. But no control by Congress over it 
has been retained, and today it is a law 
unto itself. It is above Congress and above 
the people. It has grown along, developing 
diagonally until it has become one of the 
most disturbing threats to the country’s

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the tramways of more than 200 years 
ago, and in the term tramways it is 
generally understood to mean street 
railways where vehicies, whether 
propelled by animal or mechanical 
power, are supported on tracks laid 
in public highways, and without in- 
terfering with the ordinary vehicular 
traffic. Records show that the éarliest 
form—of railroad in which tram rail 
was used was in the year 1716, the 
rail being a flat piece of tron spiked 
to a longitudinal stringer. This soon 
proved too weak, as the loads in- 
creased, the track buckling and be- 
coming rough and uneven. 

Some of the first railroads, as they 
are now called, had cut stones for 
rails, these being later supplanted by 
wood, which is still used in some log- 
ging districts. where timber is plenti- 
ful and steel scarce. Possibly the 
earliest form of rail of which record 
can be found is the flat casting, with 
n turned up edge or guard. patented 
in 1776 be Carr. These rails were 
about five feet. long, four inches wide 
and one and oone-quarter§ inches 
thick, spiked to wooden stringers or 
secured-to stone ties with bolts. 

In 1779 Jessops also invented a 
cast. iron rail supported on ‘cast fron 
chairs, which were in turn spiked to 
wooden stringers, and tn 1820 an 
Englishman named Birkenshaw pat- 
ented a wrought iron rail similar to 
Jessops’s, stone blocks being used for 
ties. Some of this rail was actually 
laid in 1830 on the Liverpool and 
Manchester Railroad. It was in fif- 
teen-foot leneths and weighed eleven 
and three-fourths pounds a yard. The 
form of conetruction was to set stone 
blocks about eighteen inches square 
and spaced three feet apart, two holes 
being drilled in each block, in which 
wooden plugs were driven to hold the 
spikes. The ends of the rails fitted in 
cast tron chairs.
